Narberth High School will merge with 
a bigger school in the fall, and oar 
local students will continue their stu- 
dies at Lower Morion. 

Perhaps it is best. Perha|w the laws 
of efficiency anil quantity production 
belong a* much to edlieution as to in- 
dustry. But there were dozens of gradu- 
ates in that audience who r't-lt. a keen 
regret at the passing of their Alnui 
Muter, and there are well over a hun- 
dred alumni who look buck with pU'Ji- 
surc to their days at Narberth High. 

But the d'eait'li sentence has been 
pronounced, and the edict of the Ones 
Who Know Best, the worhs-ippcrs of 
change, must be obeyed. Let us hope 
that a manual training course will com- 
pensate for a loss of school spirit, for 
a merging of identity with a big town- 
ship, and passing of that intimate fel- 
lowship which always characterized 
life at our local High School. 

Wore this n merging of two school 
districts, and a rerlivision of the en- 
tire educational system on geographic 
and economic lines, it would' be a 
wise step, 'but the value of this com- 
promise — this Chopping off of the head, 
leaving tlie body behind is likely to be 
costly and unsatisfactory. 

Let it be 'hoped that the Narberth 
students will learn to like the change, 
better than their protest* seem to pro- 
phesy. Sooner or later they must be 
reconciled to impersonal, ednication, and 
must realize that the small Softool ia 
under an "efficiency" ban, and that, 
despite college records and successful 
alumni to the contrary, it is a crime 
to graduate f ro-ra Narberth High. The 
mud-slinging during the loan campaign 
showed that. 

Oni the other, hand, the ones who ;ic- 
tually have gone through tour High School 
lire proud of that fact, hnd scarcely 
feel that their .lives have been blighted. 

An efficient, obmplete, and excellent 
school .has passed. .Let ub hope that 
the one which ia tp take its place can

OURE FOR BLACK ROT ON 
DELPHINIUM 




Many gardeners who have grown 
beautiful plants, of the newer Hybrid 
Delphiniums have been discouraged 
when their plants were attacked by a 
disease which manifested itself in the 
spikes turning black and the foliage 
curling and dying. 

Good news was brought from Haver- 
ford by Mr. Robert C| Wright when 
he gave us the formula for a real 
remedy. While experiments have been 
made in spraying the plants it is how 
learned that the black rot is a root 
disease and is easily- eradicated by 
proper treatment at. the source. 

Mr. Wright's '.'formula is as follows: 

1 pound unslaekedi lime and Vi 
pound tobacco duat. Slack togeth- 
er with 'boiling water and add wa- 
ter to make 1 gallon. To 1 cup 
of the mixture add 12 cups of 
water. (Loosen up the soil around 
the plant affected and pour one 
cup of the diluted solution around 
the crown of the plant so that the 
inixture "wili.rench the roots. Re- 
peat with n fresh mixture in iiibout 
ten dayS: if the ilrst application 
: ; does not restore tlieplaiit. Two or .
